CINCINNATI (AP)—They com­ 
pared notes on the problems of 
premarital counseling and a physi­ 
cian and a minister agreed on the 
main difficulty:

“ Good premarital counseling be­ 
gins in the cradle, not two or three 
weeks before the wedding,” said 
the Rev. Otis Maxfield of the First 
Community Church of Columbus. 
“ If the relationship of a child 
with his parents is right, almost 
all his questions will be answered 
by the time he is old enough to 
marry,” said Dr. Leonard Biskind, 
professor of obstetrics at Western 
Reserve University.

1. Kennedy, after his early grim 
and urgent warnings, has shoveled 
out his programs with far too lit­ 
tle explanation to the people—say 
in a TV talk—to get broad public 
support. 
2. Or, most Americans, except 
the unemployed, don’t feel much 
urgency themselves because they 
are not hurting for money or rom- 
Dirts. 
Their 
inclination, 
without 
White House prodding, is to rock 
along. 
3. Or, his programs, except for 
medical care for the 
aged, 
are 
not the kind that stir up enthusi­ 
asm or controversy. 
Kennedy’s programs, except for 
medical care, are not even tinged 
witr newness but are either rou­ 
tine, like his budget message, or 
extensions of programs long in ex­ 
istence, like raising minimum pay 
or extneding unemployment pay.

irubin and pours it down the bile 
duct tow ard the intestine. Here, bil­ 
irubin colors intestinal contents an I 
this i n t e s t i n a l coloring flows 
hack into the circulation to drain 
through the kidneys. 
At any age, when red blood cells 
disintegrate too fast for the liver 
bilirubin builds up into full-blown 
jaun lice. B ecause the liver in new ­ 
born babies c a n ’t cope with red cell 
breakdow n, n o rn a I babies often 
turn yellow. 
Any block in the m ain bile duct 
dam s 
back 
jundice-causing 
bili­ 
rubin. This divorced bilirubin re a d ­ 
ily 
drains 
through the 
kidneys, 
darkening the fluid flowing to the 
b la id e r.

Another definite dan ger is the ef­ 
fect of nicotine on the tiny a rte r­

In all cases tested the results 
show a speeding up of both the 
h e a rt rate and respirato ry quot­ 
ient.
